Washington, June 14.— President 
Roosevelt has received Russia's for- 
mal response to the identical note 
sent to the belligerent nations. It is 
msonance with the oral assur- 
ances heretofore given by Count 
Cassini, the Russian Ambassador. 
The time and place of a meeting be- 
tween representatives of the two 
governments remain to be decided 
upon. Paris is said to have been 
suggested by Russia, while Japan 
ha3 expressed a preference for Lon- 
don. It is not believed, however, 
that either of these places will be 
selected and The Hague is being con- 
sidered as a desirable place for the 
conference. 

Direct communication between St. 
Petersburg and Tokio has not yet 
been established. The White House 
is yet the medium for all communi- 
cations between the two capitals. 
Important details remain to be 
agreed upon before the plenipoten- 
tiaries of the belligerents can meet 
to discuss the*means of ending the 
ar. 

There is adequate authority for 
the statement that there is no actual 
hitch in the preliminary negotiations. 
Progress is being made, but it may 
be several days, or even longer, be- 
fore all details for the meeting can 
be definitely fixed.

TIVX IMPROVES DURABILITY. 

Sureau of Forestry Hakes Study of 
INM In Eaat Texas— Flhda Out 

How to Economise In Their 
Production. 

A good example of whnt is being done 
jlong the most practli-Rl lines by th« 
bureau of forestry of the United States 
apartment of agriculture, or the forest 
rvlce as its designation will become 
i July 1. 1905, Is furnished by the re- 
iltg of a study of loblolly pine In east 
fxas which It has recently made. 
One of the chief purposes for which 
loblolly la now used in the Gulf states I* 
for railroad lies. The wood Is not dur- 
ible and the tie in Its natural state H 
ihort-llved. but by preservative treat- 
ment It can be made to resist decay for a 
number of years. The discovery that 
treated loblolly pine Is an excellent sub- 
itltute for longleaf for railroad ties In 
greatly to the benelit of the railroads. 

Loblolly pine Is found In commercial 
juantltles in ten counties of east Texas, 
where it covers an area of nearly 2.880,- 

i larger scale than in any other state. 
The magnitude of this Industry results 
from an abundant supply of loblolly 
pine in sizes just suited for pole ties. It 
is estimated that from 75 to 80 per cent. 
3f the present loblolly stand in Texas is 
:imber of tie sire, the remainder being 
large enough for lumber. The prepon- 
derance of comparatively young and 
<.nall timber is due principally to severe 

ii orins In 1865 and 1873 which overthrew 
lie old pine on many thousands of acres 
ind establish new stands. 

Three counties In east Texas— Orange, 
lasper and Newton— furnish annually 
rom 1,000,000 to 1.500.000 hewn loblolly 
)ine ties. The trees cut tor ties vary in 
ilze from 11 to 17 inches in diameter, 
measured breast high. The hewers pre- 
Cer diameters of 12, 13 and 14 inches as 
'.he smaller the tree, above tie specifica- 
tions, the less the labor In squaring it. 
The largest number taken are 13 Inches 
in diameter. This practice is very

H Inches 5.5 per cent. After the latter 
size Is reached growth falls off so fast 
that for the next inch of growth the in- 
crease averages only 2.5 per cent, and at 
16 Inches the value for hewn ties cease* 
to Increase. 

These facts point out the rule which 
the owner should follow in selling trees 
for ties. Those 11. 12 and 13 Inches 
in diameter are growing so rapidly both 
In size and value that to cut them con- 
sumes the capital that is bringing him 
the best rate of Interest. The tiemaker 
should be connned to 14. 15 and 16-lnch 
diameters. Trees above 16 inches 
should be preserved until they can be 
profitably felled for lumber. 

The adoption of this rule will be be8t 
for the owner and for the productive 
future of the forest as well. It will how- 
ever necessitate a complete change In 
the method of getting out ties as they 
will have to be sawed Instead of hewed. 
But this too would be a gain for both 
owner and forest, since hewing Is a very 
wasteful method of tie production. Un- 
der it many of the larger trees are cut

BIG REUNION NOW ON. 

Many Thousands of the Old 
Heroes Rejoice Over 
Meeting Again. 



The face of the South is now 
turned Northward. Louisville has 
outdone herself in pr*ptii9£ '" do 
honor to the soldiers of the South. 
Louisville never does anything by 
halves; expense is never considered 
and her citizens have been planning 
for months to put everything in 
shape for the Confederate reunion 
which began there yesterday.. The 
whole city is in holiday attire and 
the brave soldiers of 'The Lost 
Cause" will be welcomed with open 
and homes and the keys of the 
city turned over to them by the 
generous people. This will be the 
grandest reunion ever held by the 
brave men who wore the gray. 

Tuesday was a notable day with 
the Confederate Veterans of this 
section. Early in the morning they 
began coming in from the country 
to attend to minor affairs before 
their departure for Louisville. Many 
of them are somewhat bent from 
the weight of the forty years that 
have elapsed since the war between 
the States closed, but a great num- 
ber also looked, when dressed in "the 
gray," as if they were yet able for 
manly service. 

These annual reunions are always 
occasions of great pleasure to the 
old soldiers, for some of them never 
see each other from the time 'of one 
meeting until the next, and then 
what a hand-shaking they have, fol- 
lowed by a recital of incidents that 
even forty years cannot rob memory 
of— those old soldier stories that 
always new to the veteran and his 
descendants, and though "not writ- 
ten on history's page, will last from 
age to age; as long as youth attaint 
to manhood." 

The crowd that boarded the I. C. 
special was the largest that has 
left here to attend a reunion of the 
Confederates. The Sons and Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy were very 
much in evidence also, while there 
was a fair representation of the 
wives of the old soldiers.

desirable Immigrants because of their 
poverty and habits: that they cannot 
become citizens, and show no desire to 
assimilate with the American people; 
that the great majority of them are 
contract laborers, hired to come over 
for small wages, and that the contract - 
who import them are thus able to 
furnish men for fruit picking, clearing 
land, working on the railroad, etc., at 
prices far below those demanded even 
by the poorer classes of Italians, 
Greeks and Portuguese; that the 
Japanese establish no homes here, and 
hat they go back to Japan with their 
earnings as the Chinese return to 
China* ' < iiiiii***" 

The agitation has been confined 
mainly to the press and the labor 
unions, the latter having already felt 
the competition of these people that 
live la the home land on but a few 
s a day; and can save here on what 
Is looked upon as a very small wage 
indeed. . 

The Japs are great gamblers, as un- 
desirable cltizents in this way, and 
perhaps more so, than the Chinese; 
successfully conceal their gaming 
places. Their immoral

numberous as tfcosa of the Chinese. In 
fact, the calm faced Jap Is experienced 
In many devious ways. 

The Jap coolie is ambitious to be- 
come shop-keeper and manufacturer, 
and in a quiet, sure way he progresses 
in his ambition. In San Francisco the 
Japs are doing a considerable business 
In the manufacture of women's under- 
garments and shirt-waists, and in this 
business display the very worst of 
sweatshop methods. In cellars in 
Chinatown the tollers, huddled aa close 
as machine and worker can be crowded, 
slave away for long hourB, and when 
worn out stretch on bunks on one side 
of the room while a fresh lot take their 
places. The cooking Is carried on In 
the same room, and with this cheap 
herding the Jap is able to lave on his 
small pay. 

Many of the Japs that come over ar- 
rive under a system resembling that of 
the Italian padrone; their pasw 
money is advanced them and work 
cured, for a commission of the future 
wages— and be sure the commission is 
a large one. Some of the Japanese 
doubtleaa make surreptitious entrance 
from British Columbia and Mexico. It 
la thought this may account for tho 
fact that not a few of those in this 
country, In spite of the medical exam- 
ination regulred at porta of entry, are 
found to be afflicted with that dreaded 
disease of the eye. trachoma.

The way she happened to be a mem- 
&r of the Lewis and Clark expedition 
Is as follows: Captured as a girl by the 
enemies of the Shoshones, the Mln 
Blackfeet. she was sold by the 
captors to Charbonneau, a French-Ca- 
nadian voyageur, and became one of 
bis three slave wives. Charbonneau 
became attached to the expedition as 
Interpreter, and Sacajawea accompa- 
nied her master. 

From Fort Mandar. where Charbon- 
neau joined Lewis and Clark in the 
toilsome journey up the Missouri, Sac- 
»jawea not only drudged patiently, 
but early rendered the party valuable 
services. At one time, with her hus- 
band and child traveling In a canoe 
that held the scie-ntlflc instruments, 
valuable papers and medicines, tha> 
was caught in the rapids and be- 
gan to (ill with water. The Indian wo- 
man, who saw the papers lloatlng out 
the water. rescu<>d them l>efore she 
turned attention Uj her child.
